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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 13, 14, 34, 35, 51, 52, 57, 58 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no 
reference, or reasonable combination thereof could be found which disclose, suggest or 
teach, a system for registration and analysis of data from a practiced stage and for 
generation of action programs in dependence of data. The system is adapted for the 
analysis of player properties of a sports practiser and for generating an action program 
in the form of a training model for the player, as set forth in claims 13, 14, 34, 35, 51, 
52, 57, and 58. 

It is noted that the combination of Shea (US Patent 6,050,924) and Gatts (US 
Patent 3,675,640), which are prior arts of the record, discloses a system of for the 
registration and analysis of data from a practice stage. The player while practicing the 
sport will, register player data and result data in a registration unit. In a parameter- 
processing unit a player profile is generated regarding various parameters, such as a 
shot type, number of shots per shot type, etc. and a comparison means for comparing 
current profile of the player with an average player. However the combination of Shea 
and Gatts fails to teach of generating an action program in dependence of the 
performed analysis, wherein the comparison means for comparing current player with 
an average player and for which an action program is automatically created and 
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selected to eliminate the deviations from the normal profile by suggesting appropriate 
training.
